• Composting: Met with operations manager of Save That Stuff; solicited support of Chamber of Commerce. 

• Bus shelters: Planning Dept, and Transportation Advisory Committee are in favor. Bylaw against advertising may not be 
applicable. Selectmen will take up the matter April 12. 

• GCA: Town Manager is in favor. Requires adopting the “stretch code,” which needs to be done by Town Meeting; the Selectmen 
are presenting a warrant article for it. Also requires allowing renewable energy generation; ARB is considering a zoning change 
allowing ground-mounted PV in a few suitable locations. 

• Infrastructure: has proposed the governance structure just adopted, is working on bylaws (&#61664;vote at next 
meeting&#61663;), then will consider rules and policies, e.g. “who speaks for SA?” 

• Website: All members should register for it so that it can be used for more committee work. 

• MCAN is expecting some stimulus money that can be used to promote the CoolMass campaign. Winchester is signed up for it;
